Half of Registration Is Expected 

Out to Cast Ballots in Fights 

For Council, School Board 



Tuesday's off-year election, despite 
reported bitter City Council contests 
jn a few wards and School Committee 
candidates waging nn active contest, 
promises to attract little city-wide in- 
terest, and pollticie na expect a small 
vote, probably not more than 50 per- , 
cent of the registeretl total. 

The Good Government Association is 
playing only a small part In the eiec- 
tion. The only stand the association 
tool< was in the City Council melee, 
where there are 93 candidates. Of 
mese, the association Indorsed but six, 
and one of the candidates, I.,aiiience 
Cur^ 2, unopposed for reelection In 
the Baclt Bay, did not need the In- 
dorsement. 

There are 12 candidates In the Bold 
fcr three placrs on the School Commit- 
tee. Six of the candidntes have, in 
t ne form or anotlier, been credilcil 
v.ilh a machine support. Though de- 
nial was made tliat Mayor Curiey Is^ 
playing' any active part in the School 
Committee fight, he is cre-Jited 'Vilh 
the opinion that Maurice Tobln, Chair- 
man Joseph Hurley and Dr Charles E. 
Jlacltey will win. Tobin has h.id sub- 
nantia'l and active support from some 
ol the City Hall personnel. 

Lomasney Support Split 

The support of Martin Loma-sney Is 
said to be cut up among five of the 
contestants-Chairman Hurley, Henry 
Saaserno, Dr .Joseph V. Lyons, in- 
Mackey, and Henry ,1. Sullivan. The 
latter "is also a choice of Franli A. 
fioodwin, chairman of the fioston 
finance Commission. With a .slate of 
live f(u- three opi?nings, some of the 
candidates will K^t few precincts. 

The other candidates are Fre lerlcli 
Deane, Timothy Mulcaliy, Edmund 
I-urke. John Monahan, Edward Curiey 
and William Burns. 

TobIn supporters v ere ; ibilant when 
he drew the top of the ballot. Dr: 
Mackev is In a good pcaition. just' 
nelow Tobin, while Sasseruo Is Nn, :!. 
Hurley and Lyons, up for reels-otlon, 
aie in second last and last positions, 
respectively, while Sullivan drew 
eighth position. There Is Bpcculation 
HB to whether or not ^he voter v.ill 
have used his three chffires befo. e ho 
reaches the bottom. The only real 
danger is that the voter will have but 
one choice left when he comes to tlio 
names of Chairman Hurley and com- 
mittee member Lyons and that one or 
the other will suffer. 

Because of the reported City H.ill ad- 
ministration support, combined with 
some precincts in the l,oniasn»y area, 
Dr Mackey is believed by many to 
have an e.xcellrnt. ri.anre, Thfi same Is 
true of Chairman Hurley, who, unless 
an lUh-ho;jr overturn occurs, Is ex- 
pected to win. 



Friends Insist Lyons Strong 

Whiie (;ity Hall is shouting for 
Tobin, friends of Committeeman 
Lyons declare that he cannot be over- 
looked and his supporters declare ho 
will surely win. Henry Sasserno has 
conducted an active campaign anr" 
must be considered. Ho will un- 
doubtedly receive the entire North 
End as his share of the Ijomasney sup- 
port. 

Henry Sullivan of South Bo.ston, an- 
other of the candidates defeated In 
the past, but back lighting every inch 
of the way, may cause some worry to 
candidfitos who are apparently well 
cntrrini:heJ. Sullivan has waged a 
campaign over a period of months and 
there is no doubt but that he has im- 
pressed many men and women with 
his oratory; his educational qualifica- 
tions have been stressed. 

Chairman Hurley of the committee 
appears in a, mo.'it advantageous posi- 
tion. Ho not only has the support 
of ihe Public School Association, but 
the indorsement of the Curiey and 
Lomasney machines and is credited 
with being on about every slate. 

Frederick J. Deanc of the Back Bay 
also has the Public School Associa- 
tion support, which is particularly 
strong in Wards H, 17, 18, 19 and 20, 
and of considerable value in Ward 12, 
nti.xbury. 

.Sasserno of West Roxbury was the 
r-ther candidate to get the P. S. A. in- 
dorsement. 

There ik tio contest in Ward 5. a 
Republican stronghold, and it is prob- 
lematical how many votes will come 
out this year. 

Curiey May Prove Thorn 

Edward J. (;urley of Dorchester, who 
Is making his initial appearance in 
politics, will prove, It Is believed, a 
thorn In the side of some of the ap- 
parently leading candidates. While not 
formally indorsed by Ex-Senator 
Joseph L. Mulhern of Dorchester, It, 
is said that Mulhern supporters oro' 
working for him and also that fup- 
poilera of City C'ounrilors Kran:is E. 
Kelly and John V. Dowd, both Bnti- 
administration m'n. are backing him. 
Whatever support Curiey obtains will 
be nt the expense of some candidate 
favored by the administration. In 
Ward 8 he Is not only supporled by 
Dowd men but also by Roprosentativo 
McNulty workers.

Omdidates Ward, Kelly and Norton 
wero jubilant this morning over the 
mayor's bitter attacks upon them, claim- 
ins that tlie fair-minded pooplo ol 
the distrl<-ls would show their re- 
Bcutmcnt at tlie polls. They asserted 
that they had received all sorts of 
reminders that citizens who had 
e'ther not planned to vote or who had 
been Inclined lo vote tor the Curley can- 
didates, were numbered amonK their last- 
hour supporters.

Another ra.iio talk was delivered by 
Chairman Frank A. tioodwin of the 
Finance Commission in behalf of his 
favorites lor the school bc^.•^rd.

The defeat of i mncilmen John T. 
Dowd, Francis E. Kelly and Clement A. 
Norton for persistent and unjustified 
opposition to "humaiie and necessaryi 
measures" recommended to the citjr 
council during the past two years, wa^s 
asked by Mayor Curley in a radio ad- 
dress last night in which he accusedl 
Dowd and Kelly of futllcly seeking 
preference for favored contractors and 
enumerated specific Instances of theiit 
opposition to his administrative pro- 
gram. 

In his appeal to the voters of ward 
8, Roxourv; 15, Dorchester and 18, Hyde 
Park, to elect PiancL'! D, Dailcy, Rich- 
ard J. Garvey and James A. Watson, he 
specifically urged city employes living 
In the Uiree wards t" vote against the 
three candidates for .e-electiun. 

Admitting that liLs action in asking 
the defeat of council candidates was 
"almost imprccedented" and that he 
was reluctant to resort to such tactics 
becaiuse of result-\nt criticism as a 
"czar," "autocrat" i d one attempting 
to seize con "ol of tl city council, the 
mayor set frrth that he felt justified 
In asking the defeat of the three coun- 
cilmen who have •ler.'-.i 'cntly refused tc 
join with the other 19 nembers of that 
body. 

Following praise of the unnamed 19 
administrative supporters, the mayor 
arraigned Dowd, Kelly and Norton for 
their opposition and charged that "they 
have so conducted themselves that It 
is almost unbelievable that thinking 
members of the electorate would vote 
for them." , „ 

Characterizing them as unworthy of. 
support, he continued, "Their public- 
record is replete with hostility to legis- 
lation to provide lor the poor and the, 
unfortunate and for the unemployed.'" 

He accused them of "the lowest pos- 
sible character of Ingratitude to the 
dead of the world war," and "indiffe - 
ence to the poor and the unemployed." 

Charging that the record of the three 
rouncilmen was one of treachery aiK* 
Ingratitude, the mayor declared tha,, 
during the only visit to his office made 
by Dowd, he wa."; asked to continue 
the practice followed during the Nich- 
ols administration of showing favorit- 
ism to contracting firms in which he 
pictured Dowd a.s admitting nn intercs,. 

Dowd, he continued, has never .sought 
employment for a resident of ward 8 
«nd by conveying the impression that 
the mayor has been unfriendly to him, 
has purposely dodged the responsibility 
of performing service for the unem- 
ploved of the district. 

Kelly's one visit to the mnyoi's of- 
fice was described as an effort to .secure 
favi;ritism for a Dorches!°r contractor, 
while Norton was accu.sev' of .seeking 
the grant of demands which were de- 
nied, but which the mayor did not 
specify. There has never been an un- 
friendly word pas.sed, ttic mayor added,

With three members of the school 
committee, a majority, elected with his 
indorsement. Mayor Curley turned last 
night to the organization of the city 
council for the two remaining years 
of his administration. He is confident 
that there will be continued co-oper- 
ation between his office and tlie ma- 
jority of the council on matters of con- 
structive benefit to the city.

Mark Sulllviin, the woU-knowii Wash- 
ington author and newspaper corre- 
spondent, was relieved of: his pocke'book 
while on a visit to Howton and Cambridge 
on"* Oct. 19. and In a humorous letter to 
Mayor Curley, who repUe.s in kind, Mr. 
S\illivan makes duo announi-oment in the 
hope that the. possessor of the pockc book 
may he d sposed at least to return^ the 
documents therein contained. Mr. Sulli 
van hesitates 'o believe that there Is in 
Boston any person who 'would willingly 
become the possessor of money not ac- 
cruing to him through the strictly con- 
ventional oper.itions of labor, trade, eon- 
tract or Inheritance." 

Mayor Curley, bet'ldes informing Mr. 
•Sullivan that he has notified the police, 
states liis conviction that he Nva.llet must 
ha\'e been lost In Cambridge, since every 
person in Boston who might do a job of 
that kind is in jail. Since tlio wallet is 
described as "tbin and ancient," '.he 
mayor assumes that it was purchased 
during a T)emocratie administration. Tf 
the w.aliet disai)peared in Cambridge, the 
mayor expresses little hope of its re' urn, 
because of the widespread recruitment of 
students. 

The Sullivan letter to the mayor fol- 
lows: 
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"Thill and Ancient Wallet" 

"If any of your able and gentlemanly 
police, or any of your other official 
agencies having to do with property in- 
voluntarily separated from its owner- 
ship, should happen to run across a thin 
and ancient waKet, I would be grateful 
if you would inform thorn that 1 was 
liarted from such a wallet while in Bos- 
ton end Cambridge en Monday, Oct. 19. 

"The parting oc<'urrcd somewhere be- 
tween the (;opley-Pla.7.a Hotel and Har 
vard sc'tuare. The wallet might have 
been lost. Consciousness, however, of 
my very strong per.sonal indisposition 
to enter into any voluntary separation 
from money, leads me to entertain, •w.'ith 
extreme hesitancy and regret, at least 
as a hypothesis, tlio possibility that I 
may have been a beneficiary of the at- 
tentions of some Bostonlan whose arts ^ 
of acquisition have been developed out j 
of proportion to bis moral .scruples. I 
repeat, this is only a sinmlse. If I had) 
lieen asked the ipjestlon in an academic 
spirit preceding this personal experi- 
ence,! should have asserted that there 
is not In Boston any person Abo would 
\';ilingly become the possessor of money 
not accruing to him through the strictly 
conventional operations of labor, trade, 
contraxit or Inheritance. 

"If there is— which I hesitate to be- 
lieve—any pickpocket In yo*ir city, and 
If it 'A-aa such a one who did the deed, I 
should take some patriotic consolation 
from the fact that the only person who 
Bver before separated me from money 
throuKh exercise of this kind of talent 
was an EngHihman In London In the year 



ing Increasing erilcicncy, I sh.all try to 
bo duly grateful, 

"Tlie wallet contained a slight amount 
of money, some small documents of no 
value to anybody but me, and a railroad 
tii'.ket from Boston to Wasliington. I 
a.Hsumc that nobody having his pertna- 
nent abode in Boston would have any use 
for a railroad ticket to any point outside 
lliat city. Hence t entertain the hope 
that the pi-esenl po.ssessor of the wallet 
might be favorably disposed to return the 
ticket and tlie other documents, or at 
least the documents." 

M.avor Curley replied as follows; 
"I have directed the attention of the 
Police Department to the loss of your 
wallet upon the occasion of your recent 
\,-isit to our fair city. T am quite certain 
that you niust have losi U in Cambridge, 
since' every peison who would bo likely 
to separate an individual from a posses 
iion of that character Is now sojourning 
at the municipal jail. 

"1 note that you lay stress on the fact

The first open opposition to 
tion sponsored by Governor Kly 
part ot Mayor James M. Curley 
ton alnoe Ely became Rovernor last 
January appeared today when the Mayor 
sent personal telegrams to a number of 
members of the T^ejtislature, urging the 
defeat of the deductible policy bill recom- 
mended by Mr. Ely for relief ot motor 
car owners from excessive premium 
charges for compulsory motor vehicles 
insurance. 

The mayor charged that the bill was 
unfair to both small rar-ownejs and i>edeB- 
trians. He likewise struck out at the so- 
called Mahoney deductible bill which al- 
lows an option between full coverage at 
high rate and a $100 deductible policy, 
terming it "a choice ot two evils." Cur- 
ley urged adoption of the plan embodied 
in six bills filed by Frank A. Goodwin, 
as a result of conferences between Cor- 
poration Counsel .Samuel Silverman and 
the city solif^itoi*s ami town i-ounsel of 
the Commonwealt It. 

The Curley telegram waa as follows: 

"Any deductible policy bill unfair to 
both small ear owner and to pedestrian. 
It .should 1k! dcf<'ated. :'Iahoncy bill 
Kivea choii-e of two "vils.

Goodwin 'Domination' 



SECRECY ON REPORTS 
CAUSES RESENTMENT 



Mayor Curleys allege*! domination of 
the Boston finance commission and hU 
intimate friendship with Fvanlc A. Good- 
win, Its salaried chairman, are be- 
lieved to have furnished the motive 
which inspired Gov. Ely recently to 
appoint Alty. Joseph Joyce Donahue 
to the vacancy on tlie commi.ssion cre- 
ater" by the resignation of John F. 
Moors. 

Recent activities lead to the belief 
that Donahues chief duty on the com- 
mission \r in the capacity of an official 
observer for the Governor in a secret 
move to determine whether its aboli- 
tion as a valueless adjunct to the mu- 
nicipal government is justified, or 
whether it should continue to function 
with a re-organized personnel to at- 
tain the public benefits for which it 
was created. 

AMMUNITION FOR KLY 

It is generally agreed that the Dona- 
hue observations will be used as ammu- 
nition by the Governor in case ' the 
mayor oppo,ses him for the Democrai'Jo 
nomination for Governor next year. 
Some of the Ely Democrats, who talcr 
the mayors candidacy for granted. 
credit the Governor with making an 
exceptionally shrewd move in the ap- 
pointment of Donahue. Its full signifi- 
cance, apparently, is juso beginning to 
be realized at City Hall. 

In addition to Donahue, the unpaid 
members are Courtenay Guild, Judge 
Joseph A. Slieehan and William T. 
Keoiigh. Donahue is expected to be- 
gin to function as an observer as soon 
as he has had sufficient opportunity 
to familiarize himself with the opera- 
tions of the commLssion.

The policy of collaborating with the 
mayor on reports of Investigations 
throughout the current administra- 
tion has been assailed at the Siaie 
House as being too subservient to th3 
mayor. Goodwin has openly defended

'dness. This slash, however, it should 
36 borne in mind, l.s not a direct cut 
jut represents merely a scaling down ol 
he estimates made and projects desired 
jy the Navy Department; the net result 
)f the President's efforts has been to 
•educe the appropriations only about 
$15,000,000 below the figures in the 
.upply bill of last year. This is a note- 
worthy feat in itself, from the point of 
view of real money-saving, for it would 
be natural to suiiposi: tha' the normal 
;rowth of naval expenditures alone, even 
without any more major projects enter- 
ing into it. would call for more money 
than a year ago. 

Boston's Interest in the naval budget 
centers more particularly on the salva- 
tion of the Boston Navy Yard and the

:;onstitution. This was one of three 
.ards the Navy Department had listed 
or possible closing, if the President so 
icclded, and a tremendous non-partisan 
pressure had been put upon the Admin-

Kourkeljoes 
After Notable ' 
Year's Work 

Mayor Pays Him Highest Hon- 
or as He Takes Leave for 
Benefit of Health 



Admitting tliat lie cmilil ]y.iy no hijilicv 
tribute to any ('ity olfieiul tli;\n tliat due 
Joseph A. Uourke. ciiminiKsioner of pub- 
lic, works, iiayor ( 'urley presided over an 
impressive- scene in his office lit noon to- 
day when he presented Mr. Itourlie witli a 
travelling- bag and expressed llie hope 
that his leave of absence tor his he;iini 
would not mean a complete severance of 
Dflicial ties. 

Mr. Rourlce has been in poor health tor 
months and realizinic that the odds were 
against him for continued service at the 
helRht of his powers, sought to resign. 
The mayor woui.i not accept a resipn.i- 
tion and asked the commissioner to oon- 
slder himself on a leave of absence, at 
first for a month and for later periods as 
needed. Mr. Rourko will go to Florida 
next month. 

"T cannot tell you, Mr. Rourke, how 
highly I regard you as a man and as a 
^public, official for the <-ity of Boston," the 
mayor said to him today. "If every de- 
partment head exercised a similar eon- 
trol over his dei>artrncnt or vvas so zeaious 
in protecting the t.-iKT)ayers' money, we 
.should have an orsanization that would 
inspire greater conlidcnce and city affairs 
would be placed on a plane almost be- 
yond comprehension. You have always 
sou,ght the welfare of the eitv first, and 
this iJ especially to tie remarked in view 
of your enforced deiilinss with contractors 
on city work. I wish everybody could 
have a realization of your .service and I 
hope that I shall not be deprived of it so 
lorn; as I rem.aln in office," 

C'ommissioner Rourke submitted to the 
mayor a report of his year's work in 
street construction, scAverage. bridge and 
ferry work and in the water servii-e, 
which,' as the mayor announced, \v«uld 
■hold for all time ns a notable record of ac- 
complishment, and the best possible ar- 
gviment to refute the notions on Beacon 
HiU that the public works department's 
power of constructive work is below that 
always argued by the city. The total ex- 
penditure this year, as ligurcd by Mr. 
RourUe, has been $5,123,0(1(1, 

For the construction and repair of 
sti-eets. the total exiicoditm-o has been 
$1,700,000; for granolithic sidewalks, 
$7!;, 000; for the making of new highways, 
$1,018,000, for siiecial work, includinfi- 
Center street, Charles street, 1j and Sum- 
mer streets, J-lSIi.OOO. 

Commissioner Rourke called particular 
a.ttention to the fact that more than 
$1, 000,000 was expended for (he ccmstruc- 
tlon of 100 new streets, for wlileh there 
Is constant demand from the suburbs 
where property Interests are steadily in- 
creasing. He also mentions the expendl- 
tifre of 11,200,000 for sewer I'onstruction; 
$190,000 for bridge and ferry work and 
$457,000 for water mains, 

"Regardless of opinions frequently ex- 
pressed by HO-called authorities in the 
last six months that there should be a 
•reduction In public expenditures," says 
Mr Rourke, "we know that we are get- 
ting' vroiH done »t pr««ent l^g^gw^f

in 1925. 

1 "It is estimated that in street construc- 
tion 70 per cent of the total contract ex- 

'pendlture may be allo.ated to labor either 
on the job or in activities tributary to the 
job. During the greater part of the sea- 
son we have had two thousand men «" 
this work, and there is no question that 
were It not for our activities, perhaps 3 J 
per cent of this expenditure wo.dd have 
been withdrawn from the Welfare De- 
partment by tliose employed on our con- 
struction, and in addition, the distribu- 
tion of payrolls on this work must hav- 
been a great influence for better, business 
conditions in the community.

Curley Attacks 
Plan to Control 
City Borrowing 

Says Tax Association Proposal , 
for State Regulation "Ex- 
ample of Bonrhonisni" 



The Mas.s.achusctts Tax Association's 
proposal for control by the State over i 
municijial borrowing and outlays brougiit 1 
a vigorous reply today from .M;iy<ir I'urlcy '. 
who lieclared th.at su<'h a program would 
establish "an autocrai'y. responsible to 1 
ivealth alone." lie brands tlU' sugges- 
lion as an attempt by "capital and rc;il 
estate interests to control the linances of 
cities and towns," declaring it a "typiiMl 
e,\ami)le of r.ourbonism" and "a peifectly 
natural position lor this weuUhy group,' 

In a formal statement the mayor said; 

"The latest pronunciamento of the 
Massacliusetis Tax .Association to take 
I away from the cities and towns of the 
Commoiiwealtii the right of self-manage- 
ment, and the right of the (ieneral Court 
of Massachusetts, through its legislative 
committees, to regulate matters of taxa- 
tion an<l finance of the cities and towns 
Is (luite revolutionary, and perhaps un- 
constitutional. 

"it is quite apparent that this is a 
further attempt on the part of oapital 
and the real estate interests to conrol 
the linances of cities and towns, and to 
t.ike away fioni lawfully constituted 
.■authorities, oleetde by the people, the 
power to coutiol their own financial mat- 
ters. 

"The audiciouH program iire^^ented in 
the name of the Massachusetts Tax As- 
sociation unquestionably, has for its 
sponsor Mr. Alexander Whiteside The 
position taken by Mr Whiteside is n per- 
fectly pioper one for him, although ot 
the average citizen it appears most ridic- 
ulous Mr. Whiteside has appeared be- 
fore the State Tax Appeal oBard, seeking

■■.\ot content with tlie authority wiiieh 
the yuiuiueslionably now indirecliy pos- 
sess to determine valuations that shall 
lie placed on property owned or controlled 
by them, lliey go further and now seek 
lo so extend that autliority. that no law- 
fully creat"<l munkipallty in tlie Com- 
monwealth shall have the right to detet- 
, mine Its own affairs, and in the enjoy- 
ment of that right shall be subject to taa 
veto power of this proposed autocratic 
board. 

"It is a perfectly natural position for 
this wealthy group, actuated by a superi- 
ority complex to assume that tlie elec- 
torate is unintelligent, unlnfornied. ig- 
nor and unlit to either make laws or 
Interpret laws. 

"It is a t,\*pical example t)f Bourbonism,* 
masquerading at a critical period in the 
guise of protector and defender of the 
taxpayers wlieii in reality the adoption 
of sucii ,■* ]»rt>graiu would result in the 
cslahllsbmcnt of an autocracy, respon- 
sible to weailli alone, jind not to the 
])eople, in whom uU power under the 
i Coustitulion is and should be vested."
